“elephant’s trunk”’ fills the forms 
with the wet concrete. During 
the next four hours steam heaf is 
applied to the pipe, rendering it 
solid enough for the form jackets 
and cores to be removed at the 
next stop, the stripping station. 

From the stripping station, the 
flat cars, still bearing their load 
of pipe, move into the steam sur- 
ing building, an aluminum lined

Colonel King 
Writes Of War 


Mrs. Henry Peak has received 
a letter from her brother-in-law, 
Colonel John King, formerly of 
Lindsay. The letter was written 
from Taegue, Korea on August 
10, following are quotations from 
the letter. 


“We are being hard pushed 
right now. The Reds aren’t far 
away and artillary fire is coming 
into our area.” 

“The refugee problem. is pitiful. 
We have some 30,000 of them on 
hand. Many women with babies, 
old men, women and children. All 
have walked about 200 miles with- 
out much food,’ They beg a little { 
rice here and there and sleep 
where night finds them.” 


“Naturally, they are full of lice, 
fleas, and sickness. Very little 
help is given them by either side.” 


“Right now we are not winning 
this war, but think the tide may 
turn in our favor if we get enough 
troops in time. The Reds out- 
number us about 20 to 1.” 

Colonel King said no more about 
the war. The rest of the letter 
‘was concern over his wife, Sylvia, 
who is staying with friends in 
Japan. He said that he hoped she 
could return to California soon. 
He was afraid that she might get 
stuck in Japan if she didn’t leave 
before long. 

The family here had a letter 
from Mrs. King since the last one 
quoted in these pages. It was short 
and said that the doctor who had 
been treating her eyes told her 
she could return to the states in 
four weeks; but she failed to 
give the date of his statement. 


The last letters the family has 
sent to Mrs. King have been re- 
turned. They think that an in- 
dication she’s on her way home. 
The last letters written to Colonel 
King have also: been returned. 
Since that never happened in the 
other war, they are worried.

poultry raising. Mr. Franklin says 
that in raising the game birds, 
one encounters quite the same pro- 
blems as in -turkey husbandry, 
however, the pheasants are more 
hardy, due probably to their more 
immediate wild ancestorhoond. 

After three to four weeks in 
the brooder units, the young birds 
are segregated to one of the 235 
enclosed ‘wire pens in the area. 
Each pen is equipped witha 
sprinkler for irrigation, cooling, 
and drinking. Weeds, grass, and 
grain, growing apparently untidi- 
ly in the enclosure, does not re- 
flect in the least on the abilities 
of game farmers. 

Vegetation 

The vegetation has a purpose— 
to allow the. birds to be raised in 
surroundings which closely ap- 
proximate their natural environ- 
ment, and in addition, the young 
pheasants feed to a certain extent 
on the grain*and weed seeds. 

The flocks are fed twice a day. 
During the hot weather, atten- 
dants take especial care that foun- 
tains are filled to overflowing.

Officials 
ask that upon killing a bird bear- 
ing a band, hunters cooperate with 
the program by sending the band 
to that address, or, if they prefer, 
merely keep the tag and send the 
number borne on the band to the 
fish and game office indicated in 
the address. 

A bird’s average stay on* the 
farm is six months. No breeding 
stock is kept on the area. Cost in 
rearing one bird is figured at 
$2.50, however the average per 
capita figure for the Porterville 
installation last year was only 
$1.39 per bird. 

Cats Are Threat 

Prowling cats, revealed Mr. 
Franklin, sometimes provide a 
threat to the young birds.

(Continued from Page 1) 

ruled the attorney’s objection. 
McBride then produced and read 
several letters alledged to be 
from landowners in the Lindmore 


‘Irrigation district. The contents 


varied, but generally the writers 
expressed the desire to see the dis- 
trict remain intact. Declared let- 
ter writer J. T. Hill in his com- 
munication addressed to the board, 
“The area is in dire need of CVP 
water to be applied as soon as 
possible’. Hill further stated in 
his letter that he ‘doesn’t want 
to be shoved out of the district 
now that water is in sight’’. Sev- 
eral other letter writers joined ; 
Hill in stating that the under- 
ground water level in the district 
to be excluded had reached alarm- 
ing conditions. 


Dodridge objected to each let- 
ter read, charging that they were 
“merely written hearsay’, and 
should not be considered by the 
board as evidence. He again point- 
ed out that the board had not 
produced one letter writer for 
cross examination by the peti- 
tioners. He asked board member 
Frank Hill if J. T. Hill was not 
his father. Hill answered _ yes, 
and Dodridge cited the relation- 
ship as further reasons for objec- 
tion. Board president Cairns over- 
ruled each Dodridge objection as 
fast as he made them. 

In one instance, McBride read 
an attached letter to a letter ad- 
dressed to the board expressing 
disapproval of the exclusion move. 
Dodridge snorted, “‘You are piling 
insult upon injury as far as writ- 
ten hearsay is concerned, read- 
ing an attached letter to a letter, 
and in neither case producing the 
authors for cross examination”. 
He further observed, “I’m happy 
you are reading them all Mr. Mc- 
Bride.” 

Following the over-ruling of 
the last petitioner’s objection to 
the introduced documents, Dod- 
ridge declare that it was plain to 
everyone in the room what sort of 
tactics the board of directors was 
using to oppose the withdrawal of 
the 2,800 acres from the district. 
“lve never seen,” he stormed, 
“Such a high handed attempt to 
get evidence into the record. 

“For the record to be provided 
to the higher court’, asked Mc- 
Bride. 

“Yes”, answered Dodridge, ‘“‘And 
you are going to go to six courts 
if you try to get away with this.” 

In the opening phases of the 
hearing, which began Tuesday, 
Petitioner’s Lawyer Dodridge 
launched a campaign to prove 
that the board members were not 
qualified under the terms out- 
lined in the Constitution of the 
United States and the State of 
California to decide the quasi-judi- 
cial question of the petitioners 
right to withdraw from the Lind- 
more district. 

Dodridge based his line of rea- 
soning on the fact that the board 
members were all landowners, and 
with the exclusion of the 2,800 
acres working toward greater in- 
dividual assessments of the re- 
maining Lindmore landowners in 
repayment of the four and one 
half million dollar debt to the 
federal government for CVP wa- 
ter service and the construction of 
an extensive lateral distribution 
system, each of the board had a 
definite monetary interest in the 
matter. 


Tuesday’s entire session was de- 
voted to cross examination of-the 
board members to bring out their 
qualifications in’ judging the mat- 
ter. After finishing the examina- 
tion. Dodridge objected to each of 
the board members, saying they 
were predjudiced and un-quali- 
fied. He asked that the board dis- 
qualify themselves and absolve 
their activity in the case. 


After five minutes of delibera- 
tion, the board over-ruled Mr. 
Dodridge’s request, and the hear- 
ing was continued to Wednesday 
with the board to hear the peti- 
tioner’s case for exclusion. Actual- || 
ly, very little was accomplished 
during the Wednesday morning 
session, in deciding what the out- 
come is to be. The hearing reces- 
sed for the noon hour, and was 
scheduled to resume at 1:30 Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

In deciding the case, the board 
of directors can do one of three 
things. They can grant the condi- 
tions of the petition in full; they 
can grant it in part and deny it 
in part; or, they can deny it in 
full. If they arrive at the latter 
two conclusions, Mr. Dodridge has 
indicated that he will probably 
seek a writ of certiorari, which 
will refer the case to a state or 
federal court. 

Lindmore Irrigation District | 
directors are: President Theodore 
Cairns; Marion Campbell, E. E. 
Kroells, O. L. Gaither, and Frank. 
Hill. 

Mr. Dodridge, called three wit- 
nesses, Robert Johnson, Oftiver 
Rodgers, and Carsten Knutson, 
to testify before the L.I.D. board 
of directors during the Wednesday 
afternoon session of the exclusion 
hearing which began Tuesday 
morning. All expressed the desire 
of wanting to get out of the dis- 
trict in keeping with the wishes 
advanced by the petitioners. 

Observers believe that. the peti- 
tioners will rest their case this 
afternoon, at which time the board 
will begin extensive consideration 
of all the evidence presented, their 
decision to be announced at a 
later date. 


Delta-Mendota 
Canal Work Moves 
Ahead Rapidly 


The date that Southern-Tulare 
county irrigation districts can ex- 
pect to receive an assured Class 
1 water supply is drawing near, 
with 73 miles of the Delta-Mendo- 
ta canal now lined with concrete. 
A federal bureau of reclamation 
statement this week revealed that 
work on the key structure of 
the Central Valley project is go- 
ing on at a record rate. 

iThe Delta-Mendota canal com- 
pletion will make possible the use 
of Sacramento river water on 
lands now -watered by a supply 
from the San Joaquin river. When 
Sacramento river water is placed 
San Joaquin river water can be 
diverted in large quantities south 
into Tulare and Kern counties. 
Then Class 1 water in permanent 
and dependable supply will be 
available. 

It is hoped that the Delta-Men- 
dota canal can be completed next 
summer and that pumps will be 
installed at the Tracy pumping 
station in time to allow Class 1 
water to be delivered to Tulare 
county irrigation districts during 
the next irrigation season.
